Chicago, July 2.—CJS) — Gangland 
wan one up today in it* battle with 
]K>)ice for suprem acy in the city of 
Chicago. 
Choosing the world’s 
best 
lighted 
thoroughfare, State Street, 
as 
their 
battle ground, gunm en late last night 
attacked a police squad car in which 
a notorious gangster leader wa* being 
escorted across the loop. 
They exchanged volleys of shots with 
the officers, threw hundreds of passers­ 
by into a panic, killed one innocent 
bystander and wounded another, and 
escaped through a dense sm oke screen 
fired from the exhaust of their auto. 
Jack Suta, notorious m em ber of the 
Moran-Aiello north side gang, ap p ar­ 
ently was the targ et of the two men 
who started the gun battle. 
Z uta and three com panions, one of 
them a girl, had just been released on 
bonds after being held for 24 hours 
for questioning in the case of Alfred 
“J a k e ” Lingle, Chicago 
Tribune 
re­ 
porter who was m urdered in a sub­ 
way three weeks ago last Monday. 
Zuta, Solly Vision. Albert B ratz and 
Leona Bernstein, ail arrested in a raid 
on Moran gang headquarters, were re­ 
leased from jai! early last night. They 
obtained their release 
under 
bonds 
through a court order th a t they could 
not be held longer than 24 hours w ith­ 
out booking. 
As they started to leave th e detec­ 
tive bureau, Zuta asked for a police 
escort across the loop, explaining that 
once he and his com panions reached 
their own north side they would be 
safe, but th a t he feared he never could 
get across the loop alive lf they went 
alone. 
Lieut. George B ark e r offered to act 
as escort and the four got into his 
sedan, Vision sitting beside 
B arker, 
while Zuta huddled between B ratz and 
th e girl In the rear seat. 
As the car rolled along State Street 
at about IS miles an hour, a dark blue 
sedan swung from behind, drew along­ 
side and a tall m an stepped to the 
running board, drew a pistol from a 
shoulder 
holster 
and 
began 
firing. 
Seven bullets imbedded themselves in 
B a rk e r’s car before he could stop it, 
jum p to the street, draw his gun and 
begin returning the g an g ster’s 
fire. 
A nother m an leaped from the side of 
th e gangster car and joined 
in 
the 
battle. 
The gunm en stopped also and sev­ 
eral volleys of shots were exchanged 
at close range. 
E lbert Lusader, 38, a 
street car m otorm an, stood a t the con­ 
trols of his car, stalled by the B a rk er 
m achine which was on the tracks. 
A 
bullet from the tall g an g ster’s gun 
pierced his neck and he fell, m ortally 
wounded, dying today in St. 
L uke’s 
hospital. 
A nother bullet hit Olaf Svenste, 69, 
a w atchm an who was hurrying to his 
w ork in a nearby skyscraper. It ripped 
through the muscles of his left arm 
His 
gun 
emptied, 
Lieut. 
B ark e r 
jum ped back into his car, from which 
Z uta and his com panions mysteriously 
had disappeared during the fight.. Bar 
k e r started in pursuit of 
the 
gang­ 
sters, who w ere speeding down State 
Street tow ard the north side. 
At Madison and State, one of the 
w orld’s busiest corners, a dense cloud 
of sm oke shot from the exhaust of 
th e g an g ster’s auto, or from a bomb 
throw n into the street by them . 
It 
covered the street from curb to curb 
but B a rk e r kept on and did not lose 
sight of the fleeing auto until his own 
c a r ran out of gas a few blocks be 
yond and he was forced to stop. O ther 
police, 
riding 
com m andeered 
autos 
had joined in the chase and continued 
the exchange of fire, but all were out 
distanced after the sm oke screen was 
passed. 
W hat the results were, if any, of the 
24 hours’ questioning of Zuta and his 
com panions in connection 
with 
the 
Lingle murder, police were not pre 
pared to state today. 
Zuta. like Frank 
Foster who is under arrest in Califor­ 
nia, never has been suspected of being 
the 
actual 
slayer 
of 
the 
report­ 
er, but police and members of the spe­ 
cial board of strategy 
investigating 
the subway murder believed both men 
m ight give information of value. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 
F. Rathbun. who heads the board of 
strategy, said today that he would ask 
indictm ent of Foster 
on 
a 
murder 
charge if Foster did not agree to an- 
gwpf* in detail questions asked of him. 
Foster, who, police say. originally 
owned the gun with which Lingle was 
Blain, was arrested with five com pan­ 
ions in Los Angeles early yesterday as 
the gangsters were preparing to leave 
for Mexico. 
Shortly after the Lingle 
murder, Foster left here after allegedly 
telling a friend that “the city was get­ 
ting too hot” for him.

New York, July 2 T F ) —The A m eri­ 
can Bar Association will begin a secret 
poll in two weeks am ong its 30,000 
lawyer mem bers throughout the coun­ 
try to determ ine their attitude tow ard 
repeal of the 18th am endm ent. 
The decision to u ndertake the poll 
was made after twelve years of aloof­ 
ness from the prohibition controversy. 
The executive com m ittee of the asso­ 
ciation said it could no longer resist 
pressure from within the m em bership 
ran k s for an expression of opinion on 
the subject. 
F o r some tim e one wing of the asso­ 
ciation, called the voluntary com m it­ 
tee of lawyers, has been urging the 
association to go on record either for 
or against the am endm ent. 
The executive com m ittee prevented 
direct vote or referendum on the 
plea prohibition was a controversial 
and political subject and th at only a 
relatively small num ber of mem bers 
w ere on hand to vote. 
F or th at reason It has been decided, 
in conducting the coming poll, to al­ 
low the m em bers as a whole to say 
w hether the vote should be m ade pub­ 
lic. 
The ballots will be sent out July 
15. along with bills for annual m em ­ 
bership dues.

It was understood th a t the indict­ 
m ent was voted so Foster m ay be re­ 
turned from Los Angeles, w here he 
was captured, for questioning in the 
Lingle m urder on the theory that while 
he was not the actual killer, he may 
have inform ation of value to investi­ 
gators. The indictm ent was necessary

W ashington, July 2.—The rivers and 
harbor* bill, awaiting President Hoov­ 
er’s signature, constitutes a departure 
from a policy established 20 years ago, 
after 
a 
bitter 
congreastonal 
fight, 
which 
was 
designed 
to 
elim inate 
“pork” from such measures. 
Congress at that tim e adopted the 
policy that proposed river and harbor 
projects must first be approved by the 
iNisrd of army engineers in the war 
department before being included In 
legislation. 
In framing the present bill, congress 
went beyond the engineers In many 
Instances, 
The present bill Is the larg­ 
est In the country's history. 
Estim ­ 
ate* of its total coat vary from $120,- 
000,000 to $340,000,000. 
Congress changed its policy 25 years 
ago after a hitter fight, led by the 
late Senator Burton of Ohio, who fili­ 
bustered a rivers and harbors bill all 
night, walking about 
In 
his 
carpet 
slippers as he spoke. This dramatic 
battle ended the old system whereby 
congressm en, by “log-rolling," 
voted 
million* of government money for lo­ 
cal bridge* and other projects, some 
of little u*e except to help the parti­ 
cular member In his campaign for re­ 
election 
During the senate debate on 
the 
present measure, Senator Vandenberg, 
republican, Michigan, 
declared 
con­ 
gress had over-ridden the army engi­ 
neers "to the tune of m illions of dol­ 
lars." 
While there are some Items In the 
bill not approved by the engineer!, the 
measure t arries out in some of its 
majojr provisions a large portion of 
Bte*ideni Hoover's Inland waterway 
program whereby the vast systsm of 
the middle west will be Joined with 
the Groat I .ake* and the 
Atlantia 
ocean. 
Two of the moat Important provi­ 
sions authorise the 
federal 
govern­ 
ment to tske over the Erie and Oswego 
canals in New York state and the Il­ 
linois waterway. 
The New York con­ 
al* will be operated as barge canale 
only, the bill declaring the govern­ 
ment's policy to be construction of a 
ship route from the Oreat Lakes to 
the Atlantic through the Bt. Lawrence. 
An appropriation of $7,500,000 
for 
completing the Illinois 
waterway 
is 
authorized by the bill. This will con­

A REVIEW of RotAry’fl past achievements, and a forecast of 
the future, was Riven by Harry H. Rogers, Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
banker, who was president of Rotary when the only convention on 
the continent of Europe was held at Ostend, Belgium, in 1927. 
Mr. Raters addressed the International Rotary assemblage at 
Chicago. 
Rotary, he said, took the Idea of friendship as old as the race, 
and ffftVe it a new application by applying it to men of different 
business and professional callings, of different 
n a ti o n a l i t i e s , 
creeds, races and stations in life. 
There are more than five hundred student loan funds existing 
in Rotary clubs for the assistance of worthy young men and 
women, said Mr. Rogers, in itemizing Rotary activities. 
There are many thousands of crippled children who have been 
helped by Rotary clubs. 
There are great numbers of mendicants who have been taken 
off the streets in Latin-America through activities of Rotary clubs. 
There are codes of standards of correct practice in 141 trade 
and professional associations which have been inspired by Rota- 
nans, and Rotary can rightfully claim to have had a share in in­ 
creasing the participation of employees in the business in which 
they are employed. 
There are baseball diamonds, cricket fields and tennis courts, 
parks and playgrounds, wading pools, circulating rural libraries, 
vocational assistance for underprivileged children, back-to-school 
campaigns, boys bands, special schools for handicapped children, 
.•nd many other civic monuments to the unselfish efforts of Rotary 
clubs. 
“In the troublous countries of the world,” said Mr. Rogers in 
pointing the pathway for Rotary in the next quarter Century, 
“Rotary’s influence is not to be found, or if found is so small as 
to lie almost unnoticed. If India, China and Russia could only 
realize the great good to come from whole-hearted acceptance of 
Rotary’s program, how much would be added to the tranquility 
of the world \ Let the doubters call Chile, Peru, Mexico or Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
“Rotary must increase its influence as a fact finding organi­ 
zation and increase its influence in shaping a healthy public opin­ 
ion. Rotary cannot decide issues, local or international, but it can 
influence its members and friends to approach the discussion and 
decision of important, thought-perplexing problems, in the proper 
spirit. 
“To the West, the East, the North and the South the idea of 
Rotary flew, along most peculiar paths and sometimes for least 
explainable reasons. And now as we come back home to celebrate 
the Silver Anniversary, we report 8,836 service stations in 64 
countries. In these 8,336 service stations are to be found an aver­ 
age of 45 outstanding, successful and happy workmen. 
“What an intensely interesting 25 years! Strange and beauti­ 
ful friendships are constantly forming in our Rotary clubs with 
the result that civilization advances. Canadian, Germany, French 
and American Rdtarians meet each other and each other’s friends 
in Mexico City, London, Zurich or Berlin and clouds of home­ 
sickness roll away hr newfound friends appear. Let your mind 
travel on, picturing anew that which has been yours to experience 
in and because of Rotary, in the few years of its existence, and 
you will begin to answer for yourselves the question ‘Where are 
we?’ ”

Fouls From Low Blows Ruled Out of Existence

WITHIN four years electric service will be extended to 1,000,- 
000 farms in the United States, according to a study made bv the 
Middle West Utilities Company and commented on by the Manu­ 
facturer and Industrial News Bureau. 
During the past eight years the number of farm electric cus­ 
tomers reached has been almost as great as the number of all kinds 
of electric users. Five hundred thousand of the 6,300,000 Amer­ 
ican farms are now served by 150,000 miles of rural electric lines. 
That electricity is of greater value to agriculture than any 
other single agency, is almost axiomatic. Every year on our farms 
about 30,000,000,000 man-hours of work are required for every 
16,000,000,000 horsepower-hours delivered by animals and mech­ 
anisms. According to the study, the farm power plant is divided 
into about 24,612,000 Units, animal and machine, because of the 
scattered jobs the farmer must accomplish. Average capacity per 
unit is only a trifle more than two horsepower and, despite its 
enormous aggregate of different kinds of power, farming still 
requires two man-hours of labor for every horsepower of work 
delivered by its animals and machines. 
Farm electrification is changing all this. It permits of greater 
and cheaper production with less human and animal labor. Blee 
tricity is one of the cornerstones on which the agricultural founda­ 
tion of the future is being erected.

000 farms in the United States, according to a study made by the 
Middle West Utilities Company and commented on by the Manu­ 
facturer and Industrial News Bureau. 
During the past eight years the number of farm electric cus­ 
tomers reached has been almost as great as the number of all kinds 
of electric users. Five hundred thousand of the 6,300,000 Amer­ 
ican farms are now served by 150,000 miles of rural electric lines. 
That electricity is of greater value to agriculture than any 
other single agency, is almost axiomatic. Every year on our farms 
about 30,000,000,000 man-hours of work are required for every 
16,000,000,000 horsepower-hours delivered by animals and mech­ 
anisms. According to the study, the farm power plant is divided 
into about 24,612,000 Units, animal and machine, because of the 
scattered jobs the farmer must accomplish. Average capacity per 
unit is only a trifle more than two horsepower and, despite its 
enormous aggregate of different kinds of power, farming still 
requires two man-hours of labor for every horsepower of work 
delivered by its animals and machines.

After the meal was over the 
man had chatted for about an bour 
and then, with the statement that lie 
was Samuel Stillman Conant, editor of 
Harper’s Weekly and that ho had 
to catch the seven o’clock train for 
Brooklyn, he had vanished again into 
the night.

A mem­ 
ber of the party who had formerly 
been an ice cream maker, used to 
concoct the confection, putting largo 
biocks of sweetened condensed milk 
in tin cans, exposing them outside tho 
huts a few minutes and bringing 
them in and coating tho frozen cus­ 
tard with thick chocolate. The whole 
job took far less time than it does 
in tho most modern ice cream manu­ 
factory, and the coldness was such 
as no Eskimo had ever been able to 
duplicate on his menu.
